and How They Should Be Planted 
In the Fall. 
Most lilies do best planted in the au­ 
tumn. If left until spring the planting 
is very likely to be dom* too late in the 
season. 
It pays to take pains in making a 
lily bed, and if best results are wanted 
for small beds rem ove eighteen inches 
of soil. Turn over the bottom of the 
bed with a garden fork and cover this 
boil with six inches of the good top- 
soil. On the topsoil spread two inches 
dried sheep or stable mamiie sold 
by seedsmen. Turn this over with a 
garden fork so as to thoroughly incor­ 
porate the manure and layer of top­ 
soil, leveling it with a rake. This done. 
cover the whole evenly with six inches 
of coarse sand. Place tile lily bulbs on 
the sand, setting them a foot or more 
apart each way. 
When tho bulbs are all in position 
cover them to a depth of six Inches 
with soil. Never use manure so it will 
come in contact with the bulbs. 


Why Pillows Should Not Be Too High. 
‘‘Of all the thousands of patients I 
have seen iii bed I have never met 
with one who arranged his pillows 
hygienically,” said an eminent doctor. 
“All too high, far too high. 
High 
pillows curve the spiue, bend the neck 
and thus prevent the free circulation 
of blood iii the brain. You can never 
get the full value out of a night's 
sleep unless you fix your pillow so low 
that the bead and neck are just on a 
level line with the spine.’’

“I should say offhand that about 20 
per cent o f t he Increase In rug prices is 
due to conditions in the dye trade, 4u 
per cent to the falling off'in w’ooi im­ 
ports and 25 j*er cent to shortage of 
labor. The remaining 15 per cent may 
be accounted for by increased trails 
flirtation charges and by the fact that 
the rug manufn hirers, owing to the 
fluctuating conditions, are inclined to 
safeguard their own profits a little 
more closely than before the war. 
Th general it is correct to say that 
the price of domestic rugs has ad 
Va need from 25 to 45 per cent over the 
price* that were asked before the Eu­ 
ropean war bogan. Thus a Wilton that 
could be bought for $00 a year and a 
half ago must now sell at $75; an Ax­ 
minster or Brussels or velvet rug that 
cost *lnui $27.50 must now sell for $35 
or $40 and is expected to advance to 
$45 in the near future. 
4 The most popular moderate priced 
rug at the present time is the Axmin­ 
ster. 
It is constantly gaining in pope 
lac favor over that old time favorite 
the Brussels rug, and some manufac­ 
turers have or en discontinued their 
Brussels weaves. 
Of tile A xm inster 
the Chinese patterns, these being du 
plicates of (.’Iijoes© designs, are espe­ 
cial favorites. 
Different shades of 
blue, such as delft, indigo and the so 
called old blue shades, are considered 
the most desirable.

cloth or rag, dip one corner of it iii the 
oil—lard can be used instead if more 
convenient — then 
in

powdered 
whiting, and rub the black marks 
with it. 
They will gradually disap­ 
pear with tiiis treatment, and the sil­ 
ver must then be rubbed with clean 
dry whiting and polished with a soft 
leather.
